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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The proposed amendments appear to overcome 
some of the 112 rejections, but in doing so change the scope of invention, which necessitates further search and/or consideration. The 
amendment to claim 32 deleting the word "only" clearly broadens the scope of invention. The amendment to claim 77 to include the new 
language "elements that are utilized by a design tool and interact with elements utilized by another design tool" clearly further limits the 
scope of invention. In the alternative, supposing that Applicants believe that the claim scope remains unchanged, Applicants have 
presented no arguments to overcome the outstanding 103 rejections. Further search and/or consideration would be necessary to 
determine novelty and non-obviousness. MPEP 714.16(e) instructs not to enter the amendment in part. 

For primarily those reasons this submission does not place the application in condition for allowance, nor does it merely simplify or reduce 
the issues that could potentially go before the Board, and therefore the amendment will not be entered. 
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
